Enjoyable 
School Year 


Some Grade School Safety Tips to Keep 
Your Child in Scholastic Smiles

Here we go...the beginning of yet another school year. For students, it's a 
time to make new friends, re-acquaint with past school buddies, and tune in for 
that next level of learning. 

While academics certainly take the lead role in the scholastic learning ad- 
venture, there are some practical skills to review that can help to assure this 
coming school year is a safe and enjoyable one. 

At the beginning of the school year (aka...now), write down your home ad- 
dress, phone number, work numbers and cell phone numbers on a slip of paper 
and have your child carry this with them (adhere it to the inside of their book 
bag). Also, have your child memorize their address and phone number, includ- 
ing area code and zip code. 

For bus riders, make sure students arrive at the Bits stop five minutes before 
the scheduled pick-up time. Stand well back from the edge of the road, make 
sure to make eye contact with the bus driver, wait for the driver to signal the 
student its okay to board, and stay within the driver's sight if crossing in front of 
the bus. Never walk behind a school bus. Remind the student that the bus 
driver is the captain of their ship; follow their rules in regards to seating, talk- 
ing, and when it is safe to stand when arriving at the destination. 

If your child walks to school, take time to clearly map out the safest route 
from your home to the school. This may not be the most direct route, as they 
should avoid walking along busy roadways, large expanses of vacant areas, and 
construction zones if possible. Make a trial run (er, walk...don’t run) and thor- 
oughly explain the rules of crossing intersections and that the crossing guard is 
the commander of intersection; follow their directions to the tee. 

And of course, tell your child to never talk to or accept anything from 
strangers, and if ever approached by someone they do not know, walk away and 


immediately report the encounter to an adult they do know. 

While strangers can be scary, often it is a student's peer which will 
cause the most consternation in class. A recent study by the Family and 
Work Institute found that one-third of youth are bullied up to once 
monthly and six out of ten American teens say they witness some form of. 
bullying on a daily basis. 

So what to do? . 

Since bullying usually takes place out of sight and earshot of an adult, 
here a few tips that can help keep the bully at bay; 

Walk away (often the most effective short term solution) 

Speak up (this can help encourage bystander support) 

Ask friends to stick with you (it’s hard to be a bully when the odds 
aren't in your favor) 

Immediately notify an adult, bullies need help 
(don’t pay attention to threats that it will only make it 
worse...it wont). 

A recent Fight Crime: Invest in Kids study found 
that nearly 60 percent of boys classified as bullies in 


of 24, and 40 percent had three or more convictions. So 
bullying is not a childhood rite of passage, it is a form of 
abuse that can have devastating impacts on the victim 
and the bully. 

The playground can be a much anticipated break in 
the student’s day. While the vast majority of today’s 
playground facilities are much safer than the monkey 
bars over gravel many baby-boomers grew up on, the 
American Academy of Pediatrics reports that in 2001 
there were more than 200,000 playground related in- 
juries for children 14 years of age and younger, with 
about 45% of those injuries resulting in fractures, inter- 
nal injuries, concussions and dislocations. 

Yeah but, kids love to play, so how can they increase 
their odds of doing it safely? 

First of all, adult supervision is a must. Adults 
make sure kids use playground equipment as it was in- 
tended to be used (kids are creative, and that’s not al- 
ways a good thing). Visit the playground and take a 
look at the equipment and surfaces below the equip- 
ment. If something is in need of maintenance, bring it 
to the attention of the school (look for rusted surfaces, 
splintering of wood, full coverage of absorptive material 
below the equipment). 

Teach your kids some basic rules, i.e. slides are feet 
first in sitting position, bend your knees when jumping 
down from climbing equipment, swings are for sitting, 
not standing, both riders need to board and get off a 
seesaw at the same time, never roughhouse on any play- 
ground equipment. 

If your child will be home alone after school for a 
short period of time, have a pre-determined time that 
you will contact them to verify they arrived home safely. 
Have a set of rules established regarding after school 
snacks, television use, and whether they can have 
friends over to visit. 

Have a great school year, and keep in mind; aay 
doesn’t happen by accident.

INTELLECTUAL STIMULATION HAS 
GOOD EFFECT ON KIDS’ BRAINS 


QUESTION: What causes a child to be a slow learner - one 
who just doesn’t learn like other children in the classroom? 


DR. DOBSON: There are many hereditary, environmen-- 


tal, and physical factors which contribute to one’s intellect; : . 
and it is difficult to isolate the particular influences. For 
many children who have difficulty in school, we will never 
know precisely why their ability to learn is limited. Let me 
tell you what is now known about intellectual development. 
that may explain some — but not all — cases of learning 
deficits. 

Accumulating siaenee seems to indicate that some 
children who are slow learners and even those who have 


_ borderline-retardation may not have received proper intel-._ 


lectual stimulation in their very early years. There appears to 
be a critical period during the first three to four years when 
the potential for intellectual growth must be seized. There 
are structural changes in the brain that must be activated 
during this brief window. If the opportunity is ; missed, the - 
child may never reach his capacity. . 
Children who grow up in deprived circumstances are 
more likely to be slow learners. They may not have heard 


_adult language regularly. They have not been provided with. 
interesting books and puzzles to occupy their sensory appa- 


ratus. They have not been taken to the zoo, the airport or 


- other exciting places. They have not received daily training 


and guidance from adults. This lack of stimulation may in- . 
hibit the brain from developing properly. 
The effect of early stimulation on living brains has been: 


_ studied in several fascinating animal experiments. In one. 


study, researchers divided littermate rats into two identical. 


- groups. The first was given maximum stimulation during 


the first few months of life. These rats were kept in well-lit 
cages, surrounded by interesting paddle wheels and other 
toys. They were handled regularly and allowed to explore. 
outside their cages. They were subjected to learning experi- 


~ ences and then rewarded for remembering. The second " _ 
‘group lived the opposite kinds Of éxisténce. "These rats. & 28 


crouched in dimly lit, drab, uninteresting cages. They were © 
not handled or stimulated in any way and-were not permit- ° 


ted outside their cages. Both groups were fed identical food. 


At 105 days of age, all the rats were sacrificed to permit © 
examination of their neurological apparatus. The re- 2 
searchers were surprised to find that the high-stimulation .' 
rats had brains that differed in several important ways: (1) 


the cortex (the thinking part of the brain) was thicker and ‘ 


wider; (2) the blood supply was much more abundant; (3) 


.the neurochemicals necessary for learning were more so- 


phisticated. The researchers concluded that the stimulation , 
experienced during the first group’s early lives had. resulted _ 
in more advanced and complex brains. : . 
It is always risky to apply conclusions from animal re- 
search directly to humans, but the same kinds of changes _ 
probably occur in the brains of highly stimulated children. _ 
If parents want their children to be capable, they should . - 
begin by talking to them at length while they are still babies. 


Interesting mobiles and winking-blinking toys should be — e 
_ arranged around the crib. From then on through the toddler 


years, learning activities should be programmed regularly. 

Of course, parents must understand the difference be-. 
tween stimulation and pressure. Providing books for a 
three-year-old is stimulating. Ridiculing and threatening 
him because he can’t read them is pressuring. Imposing un- 
reachable expectations can have a damaging effect on chil- | 
dren.. 

If early stimulation is as important as it now appears, 
then the lack thereof may be a leading cause of learning im-_ 


_ pairment among schoolchildren. It is imperative that par-. 


ents take the time to invest their resources in their children. 
The necessity ‘for providing rich, edifying experiences for __- 
young children. has never been so obvious as it is today.

things in prescription drugs to make 
you need more prescription drugs. 
But [ also had a stressful job at that 
time. Connection? Could be. 

When I stopped drinking coffee at 


_ the end of Dec. 2007, I knew I would 


get headaches from withdrawal. So I 
stocked up on Tylenol, and took them 
for about 2 to 3 weeks. 

"Normally I don’t take any kind of 
pain killer, unless I have some real 
pain. When I do take something, it 
works faster that way and I need a lot 
less of it than the label says I need to 
take in any given time period. 

The headaches did step in'a few 
weeks. 

I stopped drinking coffee for a 
couple reasons; one I never did like the 
taste of it that much. I drank the fla- 
vored coffees and even buried it in 
sugar and creamer. The other reason is 
that on my low income it costs a lot 
less to buy tea than it does to buy cof- 
fee. I drink my tea weak, sO hat saves’ 
a lot of money. 

I was a bit concerned (when I 
stopped) because I always connected 
my first cup of coffee with my stom- 
ach’s ability to function properly. It 
turned out that was not a problem ei- 
ther. So I have zero reasons to ever 


_ drink coffee again. 


We had a vacuum coffee pot when 
I was little. I remember being able to 


- stand up on this tall stool (chocolate 


brown ‘in color, with ladder like rungs 

on all 4 sides) and stir the coffee after it 
came up into the top part for a minute. 
I guess I could see the hand on a clock, 


-and knew how to time it took for the 


coffee to get all the way up to when I - 
could stop stirring. 

That pot actually made some.cof- 
fee that I kind of liked the taste of. But 


- it could have been because it was 


buried in milk and sugar the way my | 
dad drank it. 

I got to drink some out of his cup. 
He would put a lot of sugar in his cof- 
fee, and then drink the coffee without 


’ stirring the sugar in. Whatever sugar 


would solidify.in the bottom of the cup 
was the candy. I think he liked to eat it 
himself, but mé or my oldest brother, 
Jim, usually beat him to it. 

I think he kind of planned it that 
way, but I will never know for sure. - 

I had fun going down memory 
lane while writing this one. All be- 
cause | don't have a headache, and I 
am happy about it. I guess that de- 
served some happy memories.
